Germinating  Gladiolus  Bulblets 


I  am  frequently  asked  by  customers  how  to  get  gladiolus  bulblets  to  germin¬ 
ate.  Some  varieties  germinate  very  readily  and  almost  100%,  while  others  are 
very  slow  to  sprout  and  may  not  grow  at  all. 

Cracking,  or  peeling,  is  probably  the  best  method  for  handling  a  small  quan¬ 
tity  of  the  higher  priced  varieties.  The  shell  on  the  bulblet  is  so  hard  that  the 
moisture  cannot  enter  after  it  is  planted,  and  it  just  lies  there  and  won’t  grow. 
If  a  tiny  piece  of  the  shell  is  broken  off  with  a  small  knife  or  is  pinched  off  with 
the  finger-nails  before  being  planted  the  bulblet  will  usually  grow  nicely.  Care 
should  be  used  not  to  injure  the  meat  of  the  bulblets  inside  the  shell. 
Practice  on  some  cheap  variety. 

Where  one  has  a  large  quantity  of  bulblets  to  plant,  the  usual  procedure  is  to 
soak  them  for  several  days  before  planting.  Place  in  cloth  sacks  and  soak  in 
warm  water  for  a  day  or  two.  Then  remove  from  the  water  and  place  in  the  sun 
or  in  a  warm  place  for  a  week  or  two,  keeping  the  sacks  always  moist  and  turn¬ 
ing  them  over  from  time  to  time.  After  the  bulblets  have  started  to  make 
rootlets  or  sprout  they  should  be  planted.

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Growing  The  Regal  Lily 


Lilium  regale,  or  Regal  Lily  as  it  is  commonly  called,  is  a  native  of  western 
China.  It  is  one  of  the  most  fragrant  and  beautiful  of  hardy  lilies. 

When  your  bulbs  are  received,  unpack  and  plant  at  once.  If  ground  is  not  in 
condition  for  immediate  planting,  they  should  be  stored  in  a  cool,  dark  place,  in 
peat  moss,  sand,  or  soil,  until  wanted  for  spring  planting.  Care  must  be  exer¬ 
cised  to  prevent  breaking  off  any  sprouts  that  have  started,  as  your  bulbs  may 
be  ruined  if  sprouts  are  broken  off. 

Regal  lilies  may  be  planted  either  in  full  sun  or  in  partial  shade.  They  may 
be  planted  in  clumps  or  in  rows,  either  alone  or  among  low  growing  perennials. 
Plant  blooming  size  bulbs  from  six  to  ten  inches  deep.  If  soil  is  heavy,  work  in  a 
liberal  amount  of  humus,  such  as  peat,  leaf-mold,  etc.  After  bulbs  are  well 
rooted,  they  may  be  given  a  liberal  mulch  of  well  rotted  manure.  Do  not  use 
fresh  manure  at  any  time. 

After  bulbs  are  once  planted  at  the  proper  depth,  they  may  be  left  undis¬ 
turbed  for  several  years.  As  the  bulb  gets  older  it  will  split  into  several  bulbs, 
and  these  may  be  taken  up,  divided  and  planted  in  new  soil.  Do  not  permit  bulbs 
to  dry  out  while  out  of  the  soil. 

Few  failures  have  been  experienced  with  regal  lilies,  and  most  of  these  few 
are  due  to  losses  by  late  spring  frosts.  If  a  late  frost  threatens  after  your  lilies 
are  up,  be  sure  to  cover  them,  as  a  frost  is  usually  fatal. 

A  liberal  mulch  of  peat  moss,  leaves,  lawn  clippings,  well  rotted  manure, 
etc.,  will  be  beneficial  in  retaining  soil  moisture  and  keeping  the  soil  cool.  Give 
plenty  of  water  during  the  growing  season,  and  soak  the  soil  deeply.  The  roots 
grow  to  quite  a  depth,  and  a  sprinkling  on  the  surface  is  of  little  value. 

No  better  lily  bulbs  are  grown  than  our  Puget  Sound  Bulbs,  and  you  will  be 
amply  rewarded  by  giving  them  a  lit'tle  care  in  your  garden.
